our Relizicn, and we ought to learn of our adverſaries fi this 
caſe, and be aſhamed that they ſhould ſhew more zeal. for 
error, then we for truth : — thus much for Ceremonies in

For 
might not able Miniſters art leaſt make a preſcript form, 
to themſelves, which would fit them and their people 
beſt But if it were lawfull to impoſe one,then there is one 
in this countrey alreadie, ought not that rather be impo- 
ſedthen any other , ſeeing it is alreadic eſtabliſhed by 
Parliament, of a long time, if anew one be brought in, 
it ought to beby alawfull manner, and men choſen to 
make itthat have the gift of Prayer themſelyes, and not 
the Maſſe-book tranſlated into Engliſh, urged by Anti- 
chriſtian Prelates upon Gods people, withour conſent of 
any Generall Aſſembly or Parliament, againſt the will 
of all men, and with no ſmall offence and {candall to the 
mindes andconſciences of ſuch, as think all Luurgie un- 
lawfull, that is either in the Mafle-way, or Inconſiſtent 
with the praiſe and peace of the Reformed Churches 
of Scotland hitherto, and againſt the hearts of ſuch as 
know many things in the Engliſh Liturgie, and Canons, 
which the praiſe of neither hath warrant in Gods 
Word, nor can bring any ſuch addition to the profir,ho- 
nour, or power of the King, as the urged Liturgie would
